FOLSOM STATE PRISON (IP»— 
Seven men battled death today follow- 
| ing one of the bloodiest outbreaks in 
California prison annals. 

Two convicts and one guard, H. E. 

; Martin, 41, died in the rioting which 
; occurred shortly before noon yester- 
day. 
Martin met a hero’s death, slashed a 
| dozen times as he fought his way to 
the side of his superiors whom the con- 
ea sought to hold as hostage. 

The victims included Warden Clar- 
ence Larkin, six-foot former guard 
captain, who was slashed twelve times 
as seven rioting convicts, armed with 
knives, wooden pistols and a 20-pound 
steel bludgeon, made their frenzied 
break for freedom. One knife thrust 
pentrated his abdomen and pierced the 
liver. 
| Captain of the Guard William J. 
Ryan, a lung punetured by three of six 
knife wounds, was even more critically 
hurt than Larkin. Prison Physician

Elliot Paul was proud of these folks 
and of the Spanish Republic. Vistas 
were opening for these good men and 
these beautiful girls. “Good work, hu- 
man race,” he would say to himself, 
“what a lot of vigor and endurance. 
Why be reluctant and ashamed? It 
is possible to love one another.” 

Into this idyllic life came political 
rumblings. The island was seized by 
the fascists who murdered women and 
children, Republicans retaliated. EI- 
liot Paul saw an anguished republic 
pass, he saw some of his friends die 
and their wives and children wander- 
ing homeless along the countryside. 
Shaken and desolate, he was forced to 
flee with his family. In his final post- 
cript he writes—“According to Asso- 
ciated Press reports, the next day (after 
his flight) the Italian and rebel troops 
who arrived after a few hours __ . ‘ 
herded four hundred Republicans 
among whom must have been most of 
the male characters in this book and 
killed them with machine guns through 
the small Moorish windows.” 

A book of this sort shakes us out of 
our passivity. Perhaps we are our 
brother’s keeper after all. 


Laura Adams Armer has written an- 
other juvenile book, “The Trader’s 
Children,” a story of the Black Moun- 
tain Trading Post in Arizona, which is 
150 miles from the railroad. Mrs. Ar- 
mers first book, “Waterless Mountain,” 
made her famous overnight.

Two convicts, Clyde Stevens, who 
Staged a one-man “reign of terror” in

beries, and Benny Kucharski, Los An- 
geles bank robber, died in the break, 
Two 30-30 rifle slugs fire by guards 
pierced Stevens’ skull and Kucharski 
was shot in the neck. 


Wesley E. Eudy, Pomofia parole vio-
